OTTAWA (CP) — Gov- 
eminent legislation to pre¬ 
vent a strike of 111,000 
non-operating railway em¬ 
ployees was Introduced in 
the Commons Tuesday 
night. ' 

Labor Minister Starr ob¬ 
tained unanimous consent for 
the introduction and the bill 
was given first reading. De¬ 
bate Is reserved for second^nd 
third reading. 

TWO MINUTES 

The bill was given first 
reading In less than two min¬ 
utes at the start of the night 
sitting and the Commons then 
turned to other business. This 
afforded members an over¬ 
night opportunity to study the 
bill, presented in mimeograph 
form because of the crush of 
time. 

A railway spokesman said 
immediately after the bill was 
introduced that all shipping 
embargoes. Imposed on perish¬ 
able goods in anUcipation of 
the strike, have been lifted.

CONTINUES 

It says existing collective 
agreements with the unions 
covered in a master agreement 
signed Nov. 26. 1958. are to be 
continued in force. It suspends 
the strike. 

The bill also says that all the 
rights of the railways, the 
unions and the employees 
under the federal labor code 
are preserved. 

The act will expire May 15, 
1961, **or on the day that new 
ocdlective agreements are con¬ 
cluded with each union, which¬ 
ever is the carUer." 

WAGE FREEZE 

In effect. H freezes the 
wages of some 111.000- non¬ 
operating raiiwaymen until 
after the MacPher.ion royal 
commission turns in Its re¬ 
port spelling out a long-range 
future course for the industry. 

Chief union spokesman 
Frank H. Hall said he would 
urge his members across Can¬ 
ada to obey the government 
edict when it becomes law, but 
until then the strike order still 
stands. 

‘*We always obey the law— 
even though the law in this 
case be an ass,** he told 
reporters.

16 Students Die

In the worst school bus 
tragedy in Canadian history, 
the yellow vehicle was struck 
broadside on a level crossing 
by a fast-moving freight train. 

The students, all from the 
Chipman farming district, 10 
miles southeast of Lamont, 
were within sight of the Mg' 
centralized school here as the 
bus moved up a snowy, in¬ 
clined approach to the cross¬ 
ing. There Is no warning light. 

A westbound Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways freight train,

Lamont is 45 miles north¬

Fourteen of the victims 
were girls. Two were boys. 

The dull thud reverberated 
through the sleepy town of 
652 persons and brought 
citizens on the run through tha 
sub-zero weather. Ten bodies 
were still in the wreckage 
clinging to the front of the 
locomotive.

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The British Scene 


By Giles 
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Facts and Figures 


'THE British delegationi to the 
^ United Nations seem to possess 
the reiparkable faculty of rendering 
the Soviet Union representative! 
speechless if not noiseless. 

Whether or not this could be 
loolced upon as an achievement or 
even an improvement on the shout¬ 
ing and roaring which issued from 
Mr. Khrushchev during Mr. Macmil¬ 
lan’s great UN spfpch Is a moot 
point. But it is interesting to note 
that such furious reactions have 
twice resulted from debate on the 
same subject—colonialism. 

The Soviet leader first introduced 
the matter of the degradation of 
colonial rule In his major speech 
before the General Assembly some 
weeks ago when he called on the 
world to condemn aM colonial powers. 

Mr. Macmillan immediately 
obliged by condemning the Soviet 
Union for enslaving millions of people 
since the end of the 1939-45 war. 
Mr. Dlefenbaker, as prime minister 
of a former colony, went even fur¬ 
ther: he pointed out that since the 
end of the war S40,000,000 people in 
former British and French colonies 
had been granted independence while 
over the same period of time Russia 
had added country after country to 
her colonial empire. 

If the Russian premier were sin¬ 
cere in his views and intended to 


follow the' example of Britain and 
France, the prime minister said: 

. . then indeed will there be new 
hope for all mankind.” 

The quick rebuttal went un- 
answeit*d by the Soviet delegation 
who carefully avoided further refer¬ 
ence to the subject until this week. 
Then, once again, with all the cynj- 
cism and hypocrisy which has be¬ 
come the hallmark of Communist 
diplomacy, the Russians called for 
united world action against the co¬ 
lonial powers. 

Once more the challenge was 
hurled back at the U.S.S.R., this time 
by Mr. David Ormsby-Gore, who 
flatly accused Russia of imprisoning 
22,000,000 freedom-loving people 
since 1939. And once more the So¬ 
viet reaction was the same—another 
bout of desk-banging and shouting 
until called to order by the president 
of the assembly, Mr. Frederick 
Boland. 

It is perhaps significant that the 
British delegate was supported by the 
president, a native of a land which 
bears no great love for England. 

It is also worthy of note that it 
was another Irishman, Austin O’Mal¬ 
ley, who prophesied the Russian atti¬ 
tude some 30 years ago, when he 
said: “Some men can live up to their 
loftiest ideals without ever going 
higher than a basement...

Wanted: Active Younger Men 


is it so hard to get younger, 
^ vigorous men to stand for the 
Victoria city council? Is it the 
money, which at $1,500 a year for 
salary and expenses (and expenses 
can run high) is small compenaatlon 
for the time spent in attendance at 
council and committee meetings and 
dealing with dvlc affairs generally? 
Or is it that younger men making 
their way in the city feel they can* 
not afford the time that council 
service demands? 

Though both these factors may 
help to explain the reluctance of 
men active in the dty to accept pub¬ 
lic office, the probability is that the 
chief drawback is one more difficult 
to overcome, namely, thtj statutory 
qualification. 

A great many men prominent in 
the commercial or professional life 
of Victoria and thought of as good 
aldermanic material are debarred 
from running for office because they 
live outside. A professional practice, 
ownership or management of a busi¬ 
ness in the dty may confer the right 
to vote, but not to serve on the coun- 
dl For that one must own property 
in the city. 

It may be that this qualification 
is archaic and has become too string¬ 
ent in days when the pattern is to 
wortc or do business in town but live 
in an adjoining municipality. The 
original purpose was 4o assure that 
those running the affairs of a com¬ 
munity had the responsibility which 
goes with having a stake in it, meas¬ 
ured in terms of real estate. 

But surely the man who has a 
professional practice or owns a pros¬ 


perous business has an even bigger 
stake in the community than one 
whoae statutory qualifications is a 
50-foot lot? 

If this pre-requisite has become 
unrealistic and if preventing good 
men from volunteering, then It would 
seem strongly advisable to petition 
the government for relaxation. Vic¬ 
toria and most other dties in B.C. 
have entered a period of change 
when what was good enough for the 
eari>’ days is no longer good enough 
for modem progress. The councils 
need men and w’omen of vision and 
vigor to cope with the problems of 
redevelopment and expamsion con¬ 
fronting most of the urban areas. 

If It is the scale of remuneration 
which ia holding aome men back, 
that too should be reviewed. It 
would be undesirable to raise the 
pay of an alderman to a figure which 
wmild attract candidates for the 
money rather than for the oppor¬ 
tunity to serve the city. On the 
other hand no one should be ex¬ 
pected to lose money in the service 
of his fellow citbeas: and in relation 
of hours spent on the Job the pres¬ 
ent pay of a Victoria alderman is 
less than that of unskilled labor. 

'Though there are bound to be 
a few objectors, we believe the rate¬ 
payers as a whole would be glad to 
have their aldermen compensated at 
a more resMstic rate fo** the time 
spent in civic service. This in turn 
mi<^ht help to overcome rehictence 
tp devote to pubMc business the time 
which many able men feel they 
should be giving to their own affairs 
and future. 


Only Too Obvious 


'THE Vlctorla-Vancouver serv- 
^ ice TCA’s president, Mr. Gordon 
McGragoi. says “we’ve never had any 
hick In getting it ('TCA’i attitude) 
across to the public.’’ 'The fact it this 
has been obvious to the public all 
too clearly. 

Ever since the transport b£ard 
hearings last year on CPA’s applica¬ 
tion to enter the cross-Canada routes 
the bent of TCA policy has been 
clear. At first it seemed this pros¬ 
pective competition had to piqued 
Mr. McGregor that impulsively he 
had offered to give up the Victoria- 
Vancouver run. Later developments 
ahowed this to be a fixed aim. 

More than once in correspondence 
to persons in this area he Indicated 
TCA’i lukewarm attitude to the local 
acrvloe. Now he repeats It, In terms 
inconsistent with any progressive, go- 
ahead organization. TCA will “retire 
gracefully” if any other line wants 
to take over the Vlctorla-Vancouver 
service, but if not TCA will be “very 
glad” to continue. 

That presages indifferent atten¬ 
tion to the needs of this area, irre- 
apective of the ferry service before 
which it bows without an iota of in¬ 
itiative or resource. No self-respect¬ 


ing business would meet competition 
in such supine a fashion. 

Nor does Mr. McGregor’s latest 
word on the subject explain why the 
Vlctoria-Vancouver run is the owly 
short-haul run of 'TCA’t Canadian 
operations which is to suffer a rate 
increase. 

The explanation of course is plain. 
TCA wants only the cream undiluted 
by the skiim It would like to ditch 
the local area, thus forcing It to the 
lowlv status of a feeder. It should 
not be allowed to do so. As a crown 
corporation TCA’s obligation is to 
serve the country as a whole, offset¬ 
ting the debits of one area with the 
cr^ts of another. Its profit and loss 
structure should be all of a piece. 

If it is not prepared to do this its 
total Canadian operations tfiould be 
thrown open to competition; its mo¬ 
nopoly petitions diluted. That might 
awaken it to more positive and 
responsible methods of operation. 
Meantime the City should continue 
Its protests over the proposed rate 
increase for the local run. These 
should be carried to the transport 
board, w hich also has a duty to see 
that no one area is discriminated 
against and left high and dry as TCA 
patently intends.

M ostly when we alng “O Can¬ 
ada" an outsider could be 
excused for thinking that we are 
asleep at our poaU.

A national anthem should 
straighten tht' backbone and make 
the blood tingle, as witness an Amer¬ 
ican crowd tinging ‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner." Here you have a 
full-blooded chorus In action, mean¬ 
ing what they sing. The banner is 
something to be held aloft. 

Americans have chauvinistic ten¬ 
dencies but thetr pride In their coun¬ 
try ia unmistakable. Canadian pride 
may equal theirs, although I think 
this is doubtful, but it ia kept under 
wraps. One doesn't have to be waving 
a Bag all the time to demonstrate 
an innate patriotism, but our national 
anthem, could d» ^with a lift. So 
ofte^n now It sounds as though It were 
simply a nuisance to be slurred over. 

It is not a dirge either, albeit 
many accompanists and orchestras 
seem to do their best to make it one. 

There are. happily, exceptions to 
the usually painful renditlona of 
"O Canada." Under the commanding 
^nger of ConcertmasUr Evens both 
our symphony orchestra and Its 
patrons rouse themselves to a vig- 
eroua tempo. The latter are enabled 
to ait down afterwards feeling as 
though Canada Is really worth sing¬ 
ing about and they haven’t hesitated 
to proclaim the fact. 

A month ago at the Memorial 
Arena when the Coklatream Guards 
opened their scintillating march 
sequences they too knew how to play 
"O Canada." Being soldiers they gave 
tho anthem a martial air that was In¬ 
fectious; one felt inspired to follow 
suit. It wasn’t their anthem but the 
Guards played it as though they were 
reedy an^ willing to stand on guard 
on our behalf.

Victorians were caught off guard 
the other night in connection with 
that other Canadian anthem, the royal 
one. There was some excuse, how¬ 
ever. They are accustomed to Royal 
Theatre performances opening with

'THE suggestion mdde by an official 
^ of the Britiah Royal Mint that 
all coins be made of colored plastic 
instead of metal, has a great deal of 
merit 

Such money, he said, would be 
cheaper to manufacture, lighter to 
carry, easier to identify and would 
cut down on pocket wear and tear. 
^^’hether it would be easier to make 
or go further than the present coin¬ 
age was not, unfortunately, touched 
on. 

It is undeniably a sign of the 


times and our technological progress 
that new materials are continually 
replacing the old. It may be wise for 
the Canadian Mint to make ^ some 
investigations along these same lines, 
particularly when some difficulty Is 
now being found in providing native 
metal for our own five-cent pieces. 

There are surely a dozen or more 
materials that could be used to re¬ 
place the present amalgam, any of 
which would be acceptable to the 
Canadian people, just as long as no 
attempt ia made to distribute too 
many wooden nickels.

Thus the. crown has become involved 
in daily poiltica.

A few facta highlight this situ¬ 
ation. The number of Chinese diplo¬ 
matic agenu by far surpasses all 
conceivable needs. Peiping has estab¬ 
lished. among others, a large con¬ 
sulate in Oujda on the Algerian 
border, serving exclusively as head¬ 
quarters lor subversion In the neigh¬ 
boring country. }n 1955 there were 
no Chinese in Casa^anca; today their 
numbeirts over 4,0(X). They are Com¬ 
munist agitators who infiltrate every 
branch of life. In the economic 
sphere the Chinese pavilion at Mor¬ 
occo's fair in May was significantly 
larger than the exhibition of an> 
other nation. 

So far the Chinese are only estab¬ 
lishing bases. These will be ready for 
the internationalization of the Alger¬ 
ian conflict King Mohammed, a 
profoundly religious and patriotic 
man, does not like this development 
But his government is no longer able 
to stem the tide. 

This evolution is a good example 
of the fact that the Chinese gradually 
overshadow the Russians in the eyes 
of all colored people. Peiping is'closer 
to them than Moscow which, despite 
everything, remains a European city. 
Mao Tse-tung's Communist dynam¬ 
ism is greater than that of Khru¬ 
shchev. The reckless spirit of the 
Chinese in International affairs is a 
dangerous trend menacing even coun- 
triea not yet directly involved.

In the only other major 
train-bus accident on record, 
nine persons were killed Feb. 
9, 1951, when a bus carrying 
mine workers was struck by a 
train at Coniston, six miles 
east of Sudlmry, Ont. 

On July 31, 1953, 20 persons 
died when the bus in which 
they were riding plunged into 
the Williamsburg canal near 
Morrisburg, Ont The bus 
struck a parked truck before 
tumbUng down a 30-foot em¬ 
bankment to the water.

TOFINO—A doctor said 
Tuesday .he refased to give 
two Indians medical atten¬ 
tion because he was toe 
overworked. 


Dr. H. R. McDlarmld. 33. saldj 
neither of the two cases was 
serious and he suggested that 
they go to Nanaimo Indian 
Hospital. 100 miles east of this 
west coast of Vancouver Island 
community, for treatment. 

The only doctor in this com¬ 
munity. he said he warned the 
department of Indian affairs 
and the local Indians 
months ago that he could not 
cope with the demand for medi¬ 
cal service without assistance. 


ADVICE IGNORED 

"The department failed tb do 
anything about it and the In¬ 
dians Ignored my advice to go 
to Nanaimo unless their cases 
were urgent.” 

He said one of the cases he 
couTlNjot treat was a 17-year- 
old wo^an three months preg¬ 
nant. Federal authorities later 
flew her to Nanaimo. 

He said he could not examine 
a man who came to him after 
falling during a drinking party. 
The man was later flown to an¬ 
other community where it was 
found he had fractured two 
small vertabcae in his neck. 

The doctor said he runs the 
hospital here seven days a 
week, and is the only doctor 
for 1,100 Indians and 1,300 
whites. 


CON8IDEB INCREASE 


He said he has been inform¬ 
ed that the Indian department 
now is prepared to consider in¬ 
creased medical assistance. 

In Ottawa, associate director 
H. A. Proctor said he wasn’t 
famUiar with the cases men¬ 
tioned. 

He said Dr. McDiarmid is 
“held in a good deal of respect” 
and that It might be that the 
rate schedule was being raised. 
The Indian and northern health 
services arrange with local 
doctors under these rates to 
handle cases In areas where 
they have no doctor of their 
own.

That brings up what many Westerners were saying long 
before Saturday’s game had ended—“the Bombers woulda 
murdered ’em.” ^ 

For another *year at least this has to be strictly a matter 
of opinion, but It la a fine subject for conjecture. Did the West 
lose the Grey Cup because it wasn’t represented by ita best 
dub? 

One can argue that If Winnipeg was the best club In the 
West then it would have been In the final but I would say yes 
to the question. I think the Blue Bombers are better than the 
Eskimos and that a healthy Winnipeg team could handle the 
Rough Riders -not murder them, perhaps, but prove defi¬ 
nitely superior. 

Make no mistake, the R!ders are a solid football dub. 
They have size and mobility and spirit and they have, by any 
standards, a standout defence But. Ron Stewart and Dave 
ThHen notwithstanding, their offence hai to be suspect. Ron 
Jackson is a good runner and Ron Lancaster ia a promising 
pasaer but neither la a really outstanding quarterback. niHther 
aa good as Kenny Ploen. 

The Ottawa attack Is mai». to order for the Bombers, who 
would probably have had far more trouble handling Tobin 
Rote and the Toronto Argos. An offence which could only 
get 16 points on a made-to-erder field, and 10 of those on 
fumhiea. against the sadly-weakened Eskimos certainly 
wouldn’t do any better against the Winnipeg defence. 

And Winnipeg’s offence would be far different than what 
the Eskimos had left. Ottawa’s pass defence Is sound but 
there would be Leo Lewis to go around the ends. Ploen run¬ 
ning the option behind the best blocking in the West, and 
Charlie Shepard and Gerry James to test the middle as well 
as Ploeii’s passing to Ernie Pitts and Farrell Funston. The 
Eskimos Just didn’t have a Lewis, a Shepard or a James. I’d 
have to say Winnipeg would have a better chance to contain 
the Ottawa defence than Ottawa would have to stop the 
Bomber attack.

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period, planting and digging are pox- 
aible only when the soil ia in a reason¬ 
ably dry condition. You can't even 
walk on aoggy wet aoil, much leas 
dig in it. 

It la best therefore to make hay 
w'hile the sun shines, pressing for¬ 
ward with all the digging, tran.splant- 
ing and planting of newly purchased 
plants whenever the ground is dry 
enough, keeping the pruning and 
training Jobs in reverse against the 
time when the spil is a sea of mud. 

Incidentally, when you tackle the 
pruning and tylng-in of wall-trained 
fruit trees, vines, raspberiies and the 
like, the work actually goes much 
better in dampish weather. The shoots 
are more flexible and are ea.sier to 
train in where you want them and. 
If you are using raffia for tying, it 
handles better when damp. 

★ A A 

I must confe.sjs that I keep put¬ 
ting off the Job of cuttiniT out the 
old. flowered canes of the rambjer 
roses and tying in the new ones, for 
it seems to me that when this is done 
too promptly after flowering, you lose 
all the autumn beauty of the colored 
Jiips and tinted foliage. Besides, this is 
a beast of a job at beat. 

On the other hand, grape vines 


and their near relatives among the 
ornamental vine.s .should be pruned 
as soon as possible after the leaves 
have d:opi>ed. These subjects blec*d 
like a stuck pig if pruned when the 
sap is rising in eai>ly. spriug; early 
pruning gives the cut surfaces a 
chance to heal and harden. 

♦ A s' 

Clematis of the Jackman and viti- 
cella types may be pruned now. Both, 
these groups bear their lovely blos¬ 
soms on young growth which starts 
in the spring and all of last sunruner's 
shoots which have borne flowers 
should be cut back to a point within 
an Inch or so of the parent branch.* 

Nellie Moser and similar kinds of 
Clematis are pruned iti an entirely 
different way. This group bears its 
fiowers in early .summer from shoots 
arising on last summer s growth and 
these vines need only a light pruning 
of the tips of older growths and a 
little thinning out of weak, unthrifty 
shoots. 

Never put the knife to Clemrftis 
montana at this season of the year. 
All the young growths of this group 
will be. garlanded with flowers next 
May and any cutting back necessary 
to keep the vine shapely should he 
done immediately ^fter the flowering 
period.

To become a really successful gar¬ 
dener — one with bright green 
thumbs - - it is nece.ssary to develop 
one’s judgment in assigning priori¬ 
ties to the gaifien jobs pending. The 
comparltive urgency of the work 
mu.Ht be weighed and considered 
against the weather and the condi¬ 
tion Vf *oil. First thinga^irst 
should be your motto and. when a 
piece of wtf>rk will not wait, take ad¬ 
vantage of any break in the w'eather 
to get it done immediately, no matter 
how much more attractive and inter¬ 
esting another job may be. 

The digging over of the vegetable 
plot knd any vacant flower beds, the 
pruning and planting of trees and 
shrubs, garden alterations — all these 
are on the list of necessary winter 
work, but planting and transplanting 
are by far the most urgent. It makes 
a tremendous difference if fruit trees, 
roses and flowering .shrubs ar^ plant¬ 
ed before Christmas rather than 
later, while most of the pruning can 
be donr any time before the middle 
of March.

OTTAWA (CP)—Canadian 
industrial employment, which 
normally climbs to a seasonal 
peak between August and Sep¬ 
tember. showed virtually no 
change between the two 
months this year. 

The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics said Tuesday there 
were employment increases in 
forestry, trade and finance, in¬ 
surance and real estate. But 
these balanced decreases in 
other non-manufacturing in¬ 
dustries. 

The usual small rise in 
manufacturing^ did not occur. 
The bureau attributed this to 
“persistent weakness** In 
durable goods industries. 

One of the major factors in 
the month - to - month employ 
ment situation was layoffs in 
farm implement pUnta 

The composite index of in¬ 
dustrial employment - based 
on a 1949 figure of 109—was 
placed by the bureau at 123 
points in September, down 2.1 
per cent from September last 
year and up 0.9 per cent from 
the same month in 19S8. 

Average weekly wages and 
salaries rose to f76.57 in Sep¬ 
tember >from 175.94 in August 
and $74J0 in September last 
year.

Ttoo Tales Hang on Old Oak 


COWICHAN — About 104 
years ago Governor James 
Douglas found himself staring 
down the bA'rel of a rifle held 
in the shaky hands of an 
Indian. 

His sailors and several 
friendly' Indians disarmed the 
man who was wanted for at¬ 
tempted murder. 

The late historian Kenneth 
Duncan wrote that the man, a 
member of the Quamlchan 


tribe, was hanged on an oak 
tree after his trial. 

Chamber of commerce offi¬ 
cials have written to ask the 
Prevost Post. Native Sons, to 
try to save the oak that is be¬ 
lieved to be on the old St. Pe¬ 
ter's Anglican Church rectory’ 
property beside Tlouhalem 
Road. 

The idea came originally 
from J. L. Whittome, a mem 
ber of the chamber'a executive 


council, who said yesterday. 
"It would be a pity to let these 
things disappear." 

Writing of the incident. Mr. 
Duncan said: "The method of 
Governor Douglas was direct 
and effective, and indicates the 
wonderful personality of the 
man and his unusual knowl 
edge of Indian character." 

But the Indians don’t agree 
with his version. They 
acknowledge the fact that the 


governor arrived in Cowichan 
Bay In HMS TrincomaH and 
that the Indians were given a 
day to tyj-n the wanted man 
over to the authorities. 

The tale of the hanging tree 
as recorded by Cowichan In¬ 
dian Abel Joe has It that the 
Indian who was hanged was 
innocent. 

The Indians claim a member 
of the Somena mow .spelled 
Somenosi band killed a mem¬ 


ber of the Clem-Clemaletz 
Band. Revenge being the order 
of the day. a member of the 
victim’s family killed a So 
mena clansman. Then he 
planted a shirt and knife to 
frame another Somena tribes 
nuin who was friendly with 
the whites. 

, The killer led police to the 
man's house. The innocent 
man was arrested, tried and 
hanged on the hanging tree.

OTTAWA (CP)—Gov¬ 
ernment legislation to pre¬ 
vent a strike of 111,000 
non-operating railway em¬ 
ployees was introduced in 
the Commons Tuesday 
night. 

Labor Minister SUrr ob¬ 
tained unanimous consent for 
the Introduction and the bill 
was given first reading. De¬ 
bate is reserved for second and 
third reading. 

TWO MINirrBB 

The biil was given—^st 
reading in less than two min¬ 
utes at the start of the night 
sitting and the Commons then 
turned to other business. This 
afforded members an over¬ 
night opportunity to study the 
bill, presented In mimeograph 
form because of the crush of 
time. 

A railway spokesman said 
immediately after the bill was 
introduced that all shipping 
embargoes, Imposed on perish¬ 
able goods in anticipation of 
the strike, have been lifted. 

POSTPONED 

The legislation would post¬ 
pone until kfay 15 any further 
aeOan In tfie railway-union 
Wage dispute. * 

The government brought It 
in within hours of the collapse 
of talks it held here the last 
two days with railway and 
union officials. 

The bill calls on the railways 
to continue operations and re- 
hire all employees laid off 
since Nov. 1 In anticipation of 
a strike. 

CXINTINUES 

It says existing collective 
agreements with the unions 
covered in a master agreement 
signed Nov. 36, 1956, are to be 
continued in force. It suspends 
the strike. 

The Mil also says that all the 
rights of the railways, the 
unions and the employees 
under the federal labor code 
are preserved. 

The act will expire May 15, 
1961, "or on the day that new 
collective agreements are con¬ 
cluded with each union, which 
ever is the earlier.’* 

WAGE PBBEZR 

In effect, it freezes the 
wages of some 111.000 non 
operating rallwaymen until 
aher the MacPherson royal 
commiasion turns In Its re¬ 
port spelling out a long-range 
future course for the industry. 

Chief union spokesman 
Frank H. Hall said he would 
urge his members across Can 
ada to obey the g o v ri uatnt 
edict when It becqmes law, but 
until then the strike order still 
stands. 

"We always obey the law 
even though the law in this 
case be an ass," he told 
reporters.

BUS am ‘WRONG’ 
INQUIRY DEMANDED

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16 Pupils Die, 
Alberta Acts 


EDMONTON (CP)—A full investigation 
into the tragic school bus-train collision which 
took the lives of 16 high school students and 
injured 25 others at Lamont, Alta., yesterday 
was ordered by Alberta’s Highways Minister 
Gordon Taylor. 


Education Minister Anders 
Aalborg said last night—the 
accident "should never have 
occurred. Something must 
have been badly wrong." 

In the worst school bus 
tragedy In Canadian history, 
the yellow vehicle was stnidr 
broadside on a level croesing 
by a fast-moving freight train. 

The atudents, all from the 
Chipman farming district, 10 
miles southeast of Lamont, 
were within sight of the Mg 
centralized school here as the 
bus move<k up a snowy, in¬ 
clined approach to the cross¬ 
ing. There is no warning light 
A westbound Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways freight train. 


travelling at an estimated 50 
miles an hour, hit the vehicle 
Mt>adside, sheared off the 
rear end and swept the 
mangled remains a quarter of 
a mile down the track and into 
the town. 

Lamont is 45 miles north¬ 
east of Edmonton. 

Fourteen of the victims 
were girls. Two were boys. 

*1710 dull thud reverberated 
through the sleepy town of 
653 persons and brought 
citizens on the run through the 
sub-zero weather. Ten bodies 
were still in the wreckage 
clinging to the front of the 
locomotive 

A big tractor pulled it off 
with a chain.

12, one of 
the survivors, said he was sit¬ 
ting on the left side of the bus 
midway down the aisle.

He was the only one 
who did not require hospital 
treatment. 

Wlnnick, a six-footer with 
square shoulders, told his 
story before heading back to 
his farm home to help his 
father with the night’s chores. 

"I sat in my usual place—

I sat| 
in the centre of the seat with I 
a friend on each side. Donald 
Dzloba was on one side and 
Tatar Lipkewich on the other. 

"The kids were laughing 
and talking loudly but we were 
trying to figure a math prob¬ 
lem. We had an exam to write. 

“’The windows were^ covered I 
with frost and the windows 
make a lot of noise rattling. 
I couldn’t see out. 

"I don’t remember the bus 
stopping , and 1 can’t re¬ 
member the driver opening the 


200 Hearts Heavy 
In Grieving Town 


CHIPMAN, AlU. (CP) — 
Hearts were heavy Tuesday 
night in this silent Prairie 
town of 2(K) souls. People 
tended to speak in soft tones. 

The snow crunched and 
squeaked as a few cars moved 
up and down the main street 
Some of tbe cars carried 
women with eyes red from 
crying. Few people walked 


the dark street in near-zero 
temperatures. 

Some women gathered in a 
general store—not to buy but 
to talk about the bus-train 
crash which had killed 16 high 
school students who lived in 
the area. 

The freight train which 
crashed into the bus at 
Lamont 10 miles away, had 
passed the town's six grain 
elevators minutes before. 


The word spread quickly. 
Mayor Biil Antonluk dosed 
his hardware store and drove 
quickly to the Lamont hospi¬ 
tal His daughter Dianne was 
dead. 

J. M. Haines, operator of 
the town’s hand-cranked tele¬ 
phone system, was swamped 
with calls. The curious on the 
many-party lines sometimes 
made reception difficult 


door when he came to the 
crossing. 

"I heard a loud bang. I must 
have been knocked out be¬ 
cause the next thing 1 knew I 
was crawling out of the tail 
aectUm of the bus. 

COUSIN CRIED , 

"I wanted to find my note¬ 
book.

Robert Antonluk, was in the 
snow crying for help. He kept 
telling me his leg was sore 
and he was cold. 

"I tried to lift him up but 
couldn’t. I gave him my gloves 
and walked back 50 feet to the 
end of the bus. Others were 
crawling in the back section of 
the bus. 

“There were a lot of bodies, 
mostly girls, around the rear 
section of the bus. 1 found two 
girls face down in the snow 
and turned them over. I helped 
those we could help. 

SAW NOTHING 

"I asked where the other 
part Of the bus was. A girl 
told me to look on the other 
side of the tracks. I ran over 
but saw nothing. Then I real¬ 
ized it must have been on the 
front of the train. 

"There were still bodies in 
the snow when 1 got on the 
bus carrying the injured to 
hospital. Then I put my hands 
tr my face and found I had 
lost my glasses. 

"I looked for my notebook 
and glasses and found only my 
notebook." 


"I helped one fellow put on 
his shoes." said Keith. "He had 
a broken leg." 

He said he did not think the 
bus stopped at the crossing. 

"It was stiU roUing when it 
approached the tracks and I 
felt (he driver step on the gas."
